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Off to a Good Start! 


Launched by a nation-wide broad- 
cast by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Dr. Emerson Saturday evening, 
March 30, the 1935 Early Diagnosis 
Campaign is off to the best start in 
years. The broadcast was the feature 
of a meeting arranged by the District 
of Columbia Tuberculosis Association 
to open its local campaign. The event 
focused the attention of the entire 
newspaper world on this year’s E.D.C. 
and should make editors throughout 
the country receptive to all events 
connected with the campaign in their 
local communities. 

Correspondence received by the 
National office indicates that the sub- 
jects chosen for emphasis this year 
strike a popular note and that the 
supply items are considered by many 
“the best ever produced.” This is 
amply borne out by the records of the 


Supply Service, which show that 
orders for supplies are thirty per cent 
greater than for the same period last 
year. The Publicity Service is kept 
busy filling orders for mimeographed 
items that are available free of charge. 
Several re-runs have been necessary 
on some items. 

Reports from the field indicate en- 
thusiastic activity. Special field work 
is being done in a number of states. 
West Virginia, always in the fore- 
front of the E.D.C. battle, is holding 
impressive regional meetings featuring 
prominent citizens as speakers. Flori- 
da is using the campaign to promote 
the construction of a sanatorium. New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
as always, are conducting vigorous 
campaigns and lowa, Connecticut and 
Maine also are burning up the road 
with plans.

Southern Conference 


Mr. J. P. Kranz, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Southern Tuberculosis 
Conference, called a meeting of the 
executives of the state associations in 
the Conference territory, at Birming- 
ham, Alabama, on March | and 2. 
Dr. Emerson, Dr. Kleinschmidt, Dr. 
Guild, Mr. Hopkins, and Mr. Sharpe 
attended the meeting from the Na- 
tional office. Eleven states were rep- 
resented. 

The principal discussions centered 
around the plans of the U. S. Public 
Health Service and the Children’s 
Bureau to use funds allocated to them 
in the Economic Security Bill now 
before Congress. Dr. Martha Elliott 
represented the Children’s Bureau. 

Another important subject, pre- 
sented by Dr. Guild, was the study of 
tuberculosis among Negroes now being 
carried on with an appropriation pro- 
vided by the Rosenwald Fund, acting 
under the advice of a special com- 
mittee of the Board of Directors of 
the National ‘Tuberculosis Association. 

At a dinner meeting the speakers 
were Dr. James S. McLester, presi- 
dent-elect of the American Medical 
Association, Dr. Elliott, and Dr. 
Emerson. Mr. C. P. Loranz, secre- 
tary-manager of the Southern Medical 
Association, entertained the Confer- 
rence members at luncheon.

cost cutting were fully explored, while 
questions relating to the program sub- 
jects brought to light new technique 
that should help in advancing the 
upward trend of the Seal Sale. A con- 
census of opinion favors greater em- 
phasis on early orders and personal 
solicitation as a means of skimming 
the cream. An innovation reported by 
several participants in the program 
was the use of ERA workers as clerks. 

Many new names appeared on the 
two programs and the quality of the 
papers averaged remarkably high. An 
attempt will be made to summarize 
them for further study. 

The Chicago meeting evoked a chal- 
lenging paper by C. W. Kammeier, 
executive secretary of the lowa Tuber- 
culosis Association, who raised some 
pertinent questions under the heading 
of “Spending Seal Sale Funds.” 


E. D. C. Broadcast 


As the opening feature of her local 
Early Diagnosis Campaign Mrs. 
Ernest R. Grant, managing director 
of the District of Columbia Tubercu- 
losis Association, was responsible for a 
nation-wide radio broadcast March 30 
from 8:45-9:00 p. m. (E.S.T.) over 
a coast-to-coast net work of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company. Intro- 
duced by Dr. Kendall Emerson, Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt spoke on “The 
Health and Safety of Our Children.” 
Other speakers on the program, but 
not on the air, were Dr. Francis B. 
‘Trudeau, Saranac Lake, representing 
the American Sanatorium Association ; 
Dr. William Gerry Morgan, Wash- 
ington, D. C., representing the Amer- 
ican Medical Association; Dr. Hugh 
S. Cumming, Washington, D. C., 
surgeon general of the U. S. Public 
Health Service; Dr. George C. Ruh- 
land, health officer of the District of 
Columbia; and Dr. William Charles 
White, president of the District of 
Columbia Tuberculosis Association, 
who presided over the program. The 
U. S. Marine Band furnished the 


music. 


Dr. Atwater Appointed 
Executive Secretary 


Dr. Reginald M. Atwater, former- 
ly Health Commissioner of Cattarau- 
gus County, New York, has been 
appointed Executive Secretary of the 
American Public Health Association 
and assumed his duties in March. 

Four years ago Dr. Kendall Emer- 
son was appointed temporarily as 
Acting Executive Secretary of the 
association. At that time it was rec- 
ognized that important duties con- 
nected with that office required the 
full-time service of an administrative 
officer. Dr. Emerson’s service with 
the association has been unexpectedly 
prolonged. It is a source of hearty 
congratulation that the A. P. H. A. 
now finds itself in a position again 
to employ a full-time Executive Sec- 
retary and the association has been 
fortunate in securing the services of 
Dr. Atwater. 

In 1928 Dr. Atwater was appointed 
Health Commissioner of Cattaraugus 
County. He is a graduate of the 
Harvard Medical School and the 
School of Public Health of Johns 
Hopkins University. 
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Results of 
Vocational Rehabilitation 
Demonstrations 


The researches which the rehabili- 
tation depa*tment has been carrying 
on for the last few years have led to 
the conclusion that some kind of adult 
education procedure is an integral part 
of treatment in tuberculosis sanatoria. 
Findings showed the average sana- 
torium population to be composed of 
patients who are young, under-educ- 
ated, from semi-skilled or unskilled 
trades and domestic and personal ser- 
vice, in great need of vocational guid- 
ance, and with a definite desire to learn 


something during the period of cure. * 


However, a study of some of the 
adult education programs now in force 
in tuberculosis sanatoria reveals the 
need for better vocational guidance 
since many patients are enrolled in 
courses for which they are obviously 
unfitted. This has led to a search for 
reliable vocational guidance tech- 
niques. Since last May five experi- 
mental demonstrations have been 
carried on in Western Maine Sanato- 
rium; Waltham County Sanatorium, 
Mass.; Potts Memorial Hospital, N. 
Y.; Valley View Sanatorium, N. J.; 
Hamilton County Sanatorium, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. 

In each of these institutions 25 
patients were given careful interviews 
and were tested with a group of 
psychological aptitude tests. These 
tests were the same as those used by 
the Minnesota Stabilization Employ- 
ment Institute, and the Adjustment 
Service in New York City. In each 
case the findings have strengthened 
the belief that some such procedure as 
this is important in the treatment of 
tuberculosis. 

As a result of the demonstration in 
Cincinnati, Holland Hudson, former- 
ly with the Adjustment Service, is 
there on a job which is the first of 
its kind anywhere in the world. In 
cooperation with the Cincinnati Em- 
ployment Service, patients with favor- 
able prognoses in the Hamilton County 
Sanatorium will be studied as to their 
educational and vocational back- 
grounds, tastes, aptitudes, and ambi- 
tions. A program of study will be 
mapped out for them, and suitable 
educational courses set up in the Sana- 
torium. Placements will be made 
through the Employment Center. 


Negro Colleges Organized 


In order to assure the progress 
already made in Negro colleges and 
secondary schools in student health 
service and health education and to 
bring to these institutions the advan- 
tage of research and development in 
these fields the National Negro Stu- 
dent Health Association has been 
formed by an organization committee 
of educators interested in Negro 
education. Franklin O. Nichols of the 
National Tuberculosis Association is 
serving temporarily as Organization 
Secretary for the new association which 
will be an affiliate of the American 
Student Health Association. 

The association plans for regional 
conferences dealing with student 
health problems and is planning sev- 
eral essential studies on the present 
status of student health service for 
Negro students. 

The significance of this movement 
can best be appreciated when it is 
recognized that approximately one- 
sixth of the Negro population are in 
school at the present time. There are 
about 25,000 Negro students in 
Negro colleges. Experience indicates 
that the greater proportion of these 
college students will enter the teach- 
ing profession. They present an im- 
portant educational group to cooperate 
in promoting the reduction of mor- 
bidity and mortality rates among 
Negroes.

The certifica- 
tion plan as it is called, is widely 
utilized by purchasers of Federal, 
state, and municipal governments and 
is also being welcomed by responsible 
manufacturers and __ representative 
trade associations as well as by many 
other purchasers. Information con- 
cerning the application of the certifi- 
cation and labeling plans for any other 
phase of the work on standards may 
be obtained from A. S. McAllister, 
Chief, Division of Codes and Specifi- 
cations, Bureau of Standards, Dept.
